2. During the July 1971 by-elections in Valparaiso and the 
January 1972 by-elections ii Chile's O'Higgens and Colchagua 
provinces the PDR was observed to be effective in persuading 
its members not to vote for Popular Unity candidates and to vote 
for candidates in opposition to the Popular Unity Movement. 

In other instances throughout 1971 the PDR conducted actions 
indicating that while it is a small party, it is a vital part "of ~ 
the political opposition in Chile and merits our support. I 
therefore recommend approval of the attached amendment request. 
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
